Vince  Danielsen  is  the  varsity 
quarterback  and  safety  of  the  Van¬ 
couver  College  righting  Irish.  He 
stands  6  feet,  V.\  inches,  weighs  18G 


pounds,  is  his  class  president,  and 
this  year's  high  school  all-star  quar¬ 
terback.  A  lot  of  American  colleges 
arc  scrambling  to  recruit  him. 

Saturday  night  at  B.C.  Place  Sta¬ 
dium  he  takes  that  impressive  pack¬ 
age  of  personal  credentials  against 
the  Notre  Dame  Jugglers  in  the  B.C. 
high  school  football  championship 
final. 

Three  years  ago  this  month,  when 
Vince  was  learning  to  live  in  a  body 
(hat  was  all  arms  and  legs,  he  led  the 
Vancouver  College  Jayvees,  the 
Grade  10  kids,  to  a  7-0  victory  in  the 
B.C.  junior  championship  game  by- 
tossing  a  45-yard  touchdown  pass  to 
Brad  Newman-Bennett.  this  year’s 
B.C.  junior  golf  champion. 

That  was  a  tough  ball  game  and 
Danielsen  eame  out  of  it  wiih  the 
usual  lumps  that  quarterbacks 


expect  to  absorb  and  expect  to  go 
away.  But  one  lump  didn't  go  away. 

Two  weeks  after  that  game.  Dr. 
Susan  O'Reilly  completed  her  exami¬ 
nation  of  a  persistent  lump  between 
Danielsen's  jaw  and  neck.  She  told 
him  he  had  cancer.  The  lump  was  a 
non-Hodgkin's  type  lymphoma  can¬ 
cer.  The  sunivnl  prognosis,  5U-50. 

This  week.  3  asked  Danielsen  if  he 
could  remember  exactly  how  he  fell 
at  that  moment. 

He  said.  “Well,  you  come  off  a 
championship  football  season  and 
somebody  tells  you  you  have  cancer, 
with  a  50-50  chance  of  dying  from  it. 
Sure.  I  was  scared.  Sure,  my  first 
thought  was.  Why  me?’  You  know, 
you  see  about  cancer  on  television, 
and  you  never  think  about  It  happen¬ 
ing  to  you.  Hut  I'm  a  Christian  and  I 
know  that  God  sends  us  challenges.  I 


had  a  few  bad  moments,  but  1  had  the 
support  to  overcome  them.’’ 

His  father.  Park  Royal  marketing 
manager  Per  Danielsen,  recalls, 
“That  wonderful  doctor.  Dr. 
O’Reilly,  looked  right  in  Vince's  eyes 
and  said.  'Vince,  you  have  a  fast-mov¬ 
ing  cancer,  but  we  have  fast-moving 
medicine' ...  he  didn't  blink  an  eye. 
II  must  be  his  Viking  heritage.  He's 
been  a  tighter  and  scrambler  since  he 
was  just  a  puppy  and  I  pushed  him 
out  on  a  muddy  soccer  field  on  a  cold 
Saturday  morning.  He  loved  it.’’ 

It  took  three  months  of  treatment 
to  bring  Danielson’s  cancer  under 
control.  He  spent  Christmas,  1985.  in 
a  ward-room  at  the  Cancer  Coutrol 
Agency,  his  parents,  his  sister  and 
his  two  brothers  joining  him  there 
for  Christmas  dinner. 

He  missed  three  months  of  school 
but  took  private  tutoring  at  home.  At 


the  conclusion  of  12  treatments.  Dr. 
O’Reilly  (old  Danielsen  (hat  there 
was  only  a  one-per-cent  chance  of  the 
cancer  returning.  Danielsen  took 
that  as  99  per  cent  of  a  dean  bill  and 
went  back  to  school  and  football. 

Danielsen’s  quarterback  coach  is 
Pete  Ohler.  the  former  University  of 
Washington  and  B.C.  Lions  quarter¬ 
back.  In  a  letter  circulated  to  all  the 
top  colleges  in  the  U.S.,  Ohler  says. 
“He  is  exceptionally  strong  and  lias 
an  arm  of  enormous  potential.  At  this 
point  he  is  major  college  material.” 

As  a  result  of  recommendations 
like  that.  Danielsen  has  received  105 
letters  from  college  recruiters, 
including  the  University  of  Miami. 
Michigan  State.  Iowa  and  Oregon 
State.  He  says  he  has  a  personal  lean¬ 
ing  towards  Washington,  whose  last 
three  quarterbacks  are  in  (he 


National  Football  League. 

Two  weeks  ago.  in  the  last  league 
game  of  an  8-0  season.  Danielsen  and 
the  Irish  defeated  Notre  Dame.  28-0. 
The  game-breaker  was  a  48-yard 
scoring  pass  from  Danielsen  to  New- 
man-Hennett.  That's  all  the  history 
that  Danielsen  would  care  to  repeal 
from  his  1985  season.
